Negroes Have Been Lodged In Jail 


Charged will! the Crime. 


Two negroes have been landed 
in the Brazos county jail charged 
with the m urder of J . A. Randolph, 
the young w hite 
m an who was 
knocked in the head, had his throat 
cut and was throw n into the Brazos 
river near the bridge, six miles 
from Navasota, on T uesday last. 
One of the negroes, Will B ennett, 
was brought here by C onstable 
Baker T hursday, and th e other, 
whose nam e is Muse Jones, was 
brought in 
T h u rsd ay 
n ig h t by 
Sheri ll' N unn. 
Each of the negroes 
accuses the other of the crime. 
Bloody clothe*, which have been 
washed, and a knife are in the 
han d s of the officers, an d there 
were also some eye witnesses to the 


crime. 
Sheriff N unn recovered the body 
of R andolph T h ursday afternoon 
and it was taken to N avasota to he 
pent to H untsville. 
T he dead m an 
was about 27 years old and was 
related to prom inent 
families of 
th a t nam e living in Madison and 
W alker counties. 
The young m an 
made his hom e in N avasota where 
he was a fam iliar character about 
town and know n as ‘‘Judge ’ or 
Jesse R andolph. 
W hen found he 
had seven or eight dollars on his 
person and some business letters. 
H e had three w ounds or gashes on 
his head and his th ro at was deeply 
cut on one side, a p p a r e n tly with 
a b lu n t knife. 
The Navasota E x ­ 
am iner gives the following account 


of the tragedy: 
“ W ill 
Clepper, a white m an 
states th a t as he was crossing the 
river bridge T uesday evening he 
saw a fight in progress about three 
hundred yards down the river, on 
the Brazos county side. 
Two n e ­ 
groes and a white m an were having 
a fight in th e edge of th e water. 
One negro had a stick and was 
using it vigorously, the other used 
his hands and the white m an was 
fighting like 
a tiger. 
H e was 
finally throw n to the ground. One 
of the negroes h it him several hard 
blows in th e face with his fists. 
“ T hree negroes 
on th e bridge 


told him th e m en w ere fighting 
over the posession of the boat near 


b y . 
“ Mr. C lepper at once rode his 
horse down the river, to a point 
above where the fight had occurred. 
T he bank was 60 or 60 feet high. 
He could not ride dow n there and 
he was not disposed to go down 
there afoot an d alone. 
T h e negroes 
had left th e white m an; th ey were 
rowing the boat 
up 
the 
river 
toward 
the bridge. 
T he 
white 
m an was standing in the river be­ 
tween waist and shoulder deep; he 
was covered with blood and m ud, 
holding his h an d up to his jaw. 
He had on a d ark vest and striped 
shirt. 
H is features were not rec­ 
ognized. 
T h e negroes shouted and 
said he was cutting his throat. Mr. 
C lepper says he thought the best 
thing for h im to do was to get an 
officer, an d he soon ascertained 
th a t the Old W ashington officers 
were not at hom e. 
H e th en came 
as hard as he could to Navasota. 
W hen help reached the scene the 
m an had d isap p ea red .”
